'he word baibirussa means pig-deer, 
nd the animal has been so called by 
he Ma-lays on account of the remark- 
ible development of the tusks in the 
males, which emerge close 
together 


lear the middle of the face and sweep 
vtth a strong curve backwards, fre- 
uentl3r attaining to a very great length. 
?he tusks of the lower-jaw arise like 
hose of the boar. What the male babi- 
•ussa needs the upper pair for is a point 
vhich nobody, apparently, cansatisfac- 
orily settle. Another peculiarity .of 
,he animal is that it falls short of the 
number of teeth usually possessed by 
he ordinary pig; having o:als'34 in all, 
\ fact which indicates thai; it must be 
lirectly descended from one of the ex- 
met genera of pigs marked by a sim- 
lar type of denlitioii. In-other respects 
;he babirussa is not very different from 
other wild swine. It is a splendid swim- 
mer, has a. somewhat lighter gallop 
ihan that of the wild boar, and when 
lunted will fight game.ly and ferocious- 
v to the last.

BELL WEIGHING 98 TONS. 


Over Twelre Feet High and Hailed So 


Tlmt It May He Rang. 


For some time past there has been a 


sort of deadheat between the two big- 
gest bells in the •« orld, the one at the 
catehdral in Moscow and the other in 
the unfinished pngodu of Mengoon, a 
little north, of Mandalay, across the 
river. If the former was the bigger of 
the two, says the New York Journal, 
is was cracked, and, therefore, useless 
as a bell, while the. latter, though 
whole, had dragged its supports down 
till it rested on the ground, and would 
not emit any sound. Now, however.it 
has been reswung, and can claim at. 
tentiou as the biggest bell, in working 
order, in the world. It averages over 
a foot in thickness. The bell itself is 
over 12 feet high, and the shackle, which 
was intended for logs of timber, about 
12 feet. The pin in, the shackle has a 
diameter of 16 inches. The bell was 
cast about the beginning of the cen- 
tury by King Bodaw-pnya as an ac- 
companiment to the huge brick padoga 
which he never finished. It is said to 
ha\e been cast on an island and rafted 
across. No proper means yet exist for 
striking the bell, but when hit with a 
heavy piece of wood it gives a deep, vi- 
brating boom.
